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Wasmixaron, Nov, 27.—The last ollicial act
of Mr. Delano as Commiggioner of Internal Re-
venue was the writing of his annual report. As
it is offunusual importance at this time much
epace 15 devoted to it.

made within the last eighteen months for additional
warehouses, which 1 haye denled, begause the nnm-
ber already established more than accommodate the
export trade, The quantity of tobacco stored in
the several export bonded warehouses daring the
fiscal year ending June &0, 1570, was 19,612,520
ponnds; withdrawns for = exporfation, 8,265,087
pounds: withdrawn upon payment of tax, 12,006,377
poundg. This shows hat only aboat two flrens of
the goods bonded are actually exported. Nearly
all of these are exported from ;!?ew York and
Boston, It Is a fact that a large proportion
of the goods stored In these warchouses was
never intended for exportition. The goods thame
gelves are nnsuitod for foreign markels, and are
ghipped by the manufacturer in bond, and, when
Btored, are consigned 1o wholesale dealers and jow-
bers, thus securing to the latter the advantage of
placing the goods npon the market without the pre-
payment of the tax, na the law requirea In all other
cnges, before the removal of gosds from the mana-
cturer, By shipping these goods in bhond, the
dealers and jabbers receive on an average from four
to five monthe’ credit, and as this privilege can only
be enjoyed by dealers and jobbers (n seaport rowns,
where, by law, these warehondges are authorized to
be establighed, it creates an incguality In
the trade, and is the source of much complaint. To
remedy this, and correct the eviis of this system, I
would recommend that the law be 80 amended a4 to
allow no geods entered for export In bonded ware-
houges to be withdrawn thereirom for consumption,
upon payment of tax, unti! twelve months from the
time they were so bonded.

A FUNERAL PYRE,

The Foud of n Thasksxiving Spree 1n Uonnec-
tieut-Two Young 'en Burned te Death ta
n Mhuniy,

On Thaonkegiving night two men got on hoard
Conductor A. 8, Beers' train at Ansonia, Conn,,
with tickets for Plvmouth., Between there and
Waterbury they were guite nolsy and ot luto
considernble of a scutile when the train neared
the staticn. Arriviog there, a policaman
entered the car and managed to quiet them,
#0 that when the traln started again they also
continned thelr trip. When the train reached
Reynolds' DBridge, a little this side of Ply-
mouth, they got olf, and that was the last the
conductor saw of thein that night. Jast below
Reynolds’ Bridge s a long coverad brldee called
Jericho Bridge, and on thls side of the latter
stands a shanty erected by Mr. Danlel Carter as
a protection and pince of lodging for himself
while attending to the burning of charcoal,
which he has carried on at that slace. Early
on Friday morning some of Mr. Carter's {amily
saw smoke ascending from where the shanty
stood, and Mr. Carter immediately repaired
ihither to find the bullding In ruians, the fire and
smoke not yet being entirely out.  He examined
the place, and among the smouldering heap of
ruins he thought he discovered human remains.
Eummoning assistnuce, he ngain went to the
place, and after much difficnity they dragged
tke burnt and blackened corpses of the two men

from the fire and ashes, s0 completely
disfignred  as to be unrecogaizable,
except by portions of thelr unconsumed

clothing and some articles yet remaining aboul
their persons. Their arms were burned off
nearly to their bodies, the extremities of their
limbs were goue, and their heads almost or
yuite wholly devoured by the fire. The fact
that such an awful affulr had occurred spread
like wild-fire and every means resorted to for
identification. This was at last accomplished
by means of a watch on the person of one of the
victimée and a bunch of kevs on the other.
Thelr names were Frank Canfield and E. Cartis,
When Conductor Beerg arrived with his traln
at Plymouth on Friday, it was then ascer-
tained that the unfortunate vietims were
the two presengers that entered the cars
at Apsonia the previous night. The presamp-
tion s that after leaving the cars at
Heynolds' Bridge they walked back, crossing
Jericho Bridege, the whole distanece being ahbout
one mile and a hall, and seeking shelter for the
night in the old shanty, kindled a fire of char-
coal (there was a bushel or two in the bullding),
and lay down to sleep. The fuwmes and gas of
the burniog conl probably stifled them to a de-
gree that rendered them Inrensible, and when
the fire spread to the building, and destroved
it, they, too, were burned belore recovering
from their insensible conditior. They were
both eiogle men, and one of them was cm-
ployed at Thomas' mills in Plymouth, at good
wages. The remains were gathered up by their
friends and will be burled to-day.
